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Tributes to the National Hero of the Philippines 

JOSE RIZAL IN NUMISMATICS

T he brilliant flame of his life 
was violently snuffed out by 
imperial minions who did not 
comprehend the truth that men may 
be killed, but ideas are indestruct- 
ible. His brain was stilled by a 
bullet’s thrust, but his spirit soars 
o’er an empire’s dust. 

Jose Rizal (1861-1896) was a 
genius and unique in the versatility 
of his genius. He was a proflcient 
writer, in both poetry and prose. He 
wrote several poems which stirred 
the minds of his countrymen. His 
Noli Me Tangere created a tempest. 
He tried to mask all the misfortunes 
of his country with philosophic 
laughter. El Filibusterismo opened 
the eyes of the Filipino youth. 

“Where are the youth who will con- 
secrate their rosy hours, their dreams, 
and their enthusiasm for the welfare 
of their motherland?” 

These two novels were great in 
their social signiflcance. His innu- 
merable tracts are relics of his 
sharp mind. His researches on the 
history and literature of his country 
expressed his love for study. His 
eagerness to learn was limitless. 
There was not a human virtue that 
he did not want to possess, and 
there was no point of perfection to 
which he did not aspire. Master of 
several foreign languages as well as 


his native dialects, he was also a 
painter and sculptor. He was one 
of the first Filipino specialists in 
opthalmology and otolaryngology. 
With a limitless capacity to absorb 
literary, artistic and scientific knowl- 
edge, he was an inspired and inspir- 
ing teacher. 

But the greatness of Jose Rizal 
was portrayed best, not only in his 
acquired mastery of the different 
branches of knowledge, but also in 
his patriotism. Seeing the sad plight 
of his country, he fought for its 
freedom through the forces of his 
ideas and the magic of his words. 
Persuading his people to accept a 
new social and political ideal to the 
extent of inciting the hatred and 
suspicion of the friars and Spanish 
authorities, and even his own coun- 
trymen, led him to face a firing 
squad on December 30, 1896. He 
wanted freedom for his people not 
in form but in substance, and he 
died for it. 

His martyrdom served as a mir- 
ror reflecting the age-old aspirations 
of his countrymen. It shook his 
country’s pillars, it fanned the 
embers of rebellion until his country 
and people got their independence. 
Dr. Rizal is the embodiment of Fili- 
pino ideals and aspirations and as 
such he deserves the respect, admi- 
ration and emulation of his people. 


COINS, MEDALS, BADGES 

On the centenary of the birth of Dr. Rizal, a commemorative set of peso 
and half peso coins was issued in silver (See Nos. 2, 3). The striking was 
sponsored by the Philippine Numismatic and Antiquarian Society, which

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suggested the designs. One hundred thousand sets were struck at the Philadel- 
phia Mint. 

The medals in the accompanying photos, bearing the inscription procesion 
civiCA and dates 1909, 1910, were awarded to owners of floats who participated 
in the civic parade on Rizal Day. December 30 of every year is a national holi- 
day in the Philippines to commemorate the martyrdom of our national hero. 

The flrst Rizal Day was celebrated in Hong Kong on December 30, 1899 
(See No. 14). This lapel button was printed in multicolor enamel, red, white 
and blue, and was distributed among the Filipinos residing in Hong Kong. 
Since then, it has become customary in the Philippines to honor Dr. Jose Rizal 
every year. Each year a special committee is formed to issue medals to 
commemorate that special event. Medals with different dates, issued on Rizal 
Day, were awarded to civic spirited citizens, who participated in the affair, 
or who distinguished themselves in some way or another. The undated lapel 
buttons issued by different Rizal clubs throughout the country and abroad 
were souvenir pieces presented to club members.

NOTES FROM THE LIBRARIAN

The following is the correct procedure for obtaining books from the library: 

Order by library catalog number. When you receive books, keep them 
for the len^h of time designated on small envelope. Return envelope with 
amount of stamps indicated, which includes insurance. All books are insured 
to you, but you must insure them on return. There is a special rate for books, 
so, be sure to mark the package “Educational Material” and use this rate — 
nine cents for the first pound and five cents for each additional pound. Please 
wrap each package carefully. Don’t forget, you must pay the postage both 
ways. Many members fail to return the small envelope and the postage. Do 
not keep books over your allotted time. Others are waiting. 

Don’t throw away those old Numismatists and Scrapbooks. We need them. 
We can use most of the early years, especially the twenties and the thirties. 
Donations will be acknowledged and in most cases we will pay the shipping 
charges.

THE WOOD BURNERS

I T HAS been said, and reliably 
so, that much of the credit for 
the rapid growth and develop- 
ment of our country should be 
given to the railroads. From their 
early days, areas through which 
they passed flourished and our key 
cities of today grew up. 

A great interest has always been 
manifest in the notes issued by 
the early railroads and much has 
been written about them. Little, 
however, has been said about the 
important numismatic mementoes 
which the “wood burners,” the pio- 
neer of all railroad engines, left 
to us. These are the so-called “cord- 
wood tokens.” 

Perhaps reasons for the neglect 
of these tokens are that very little 
is known about them and that there 
are so few of them. The few are 
so scarce that it is practically im- 
possible to build up a sizeable col- 
lection. It is the hope of this writer 
that if more light was shed on the 
history of these tokens and the 
engines and railroads that used 
them, more collectors would learn 
to recognize and identify them for 
what they truly are, possibly un- 
cover other issues and thereby add 
perceptibly for posterity to a record 
of their existence. 

Great interest in railroad engines is 
shown by hobbyists who build scale 
models, railroad fan clubs which 
schedule train trips, railroad maga- 
zines for sale on the newsstands 
and many museums which have 
“transportation rooms.” The Carne- 
gie Institution in Pittsburgh, Pa., 
and the Crestline Historical Mu- 
seum in Crestline, Ohio, display sev- 
eral cordwood tokens. Numerous 
resorts and public parks throughout 
the United States exhibit old wood 
burning engines. 

About twenty-five years ago I ac- 
quired a token bearing the inscrip- 
tion V 2 CORD, NO. 78 on the obverse 


and the initials M. s. & n. i. r. r. 
on the reverse. I knew it to be a 
railroad token but could not deter- 
mine anything else about it. Years 
later at a Penn-Ohio convention in 
Cleveland, I met the late Charles 
W. Foster who had a small exhibit 
of similar tokens in a frame. He 
told me these were cordwood tokens 
used by the early railroads to buy 
fuel for their wood burning engines 
and that the initials on my tokens 
stood for the Michigan Southern 
and Northern Indiana Railroad. He 
prized his tokens very highly. Since 
then I have tried to obtain as much 
information about them as possible 
and report thereon as follows: 

The late William Brimelow of 
Elkhart, Ind., known as “Bill the 
Coin Man” on radio station WTRC, 
wrote a short article on the M. S. & 
N. I. R. R. which was published in 
the Indiana Historical Bulletin, Vol. 
18, No. 81, August, 1941. He stated 
that the M. S. & N. I. R. R. used 
woodburner tokens which were the 
size of a nickel or slightly larger, 
in denominations of one, half and 
quarter cord. The engineers of the 
wood burning engines gave them to 
suppliers in payment for cordwood 
the latter stacked along the right of 
way or at “wood up stations.” The 
railroad kept money on deposit at 
various banks to redeem these to- 
kens at the current price for cord- 
wood (about 900 to $1.25 per cord). 
“Wood up stations” were about sixty 
miles apart with stations at Elkhart 
and Kendalville in Indiana, Lawa- 
wee Junction, Adrian and Cold water 
in Michigan and Wauseon, in Ohio. 

The Western Reserve Historical 
Library in Cleveland, Ohio, has on 
file old stockholder reports of vari- 
ous pioneer railroads. One report 
dated 1850 contained a chart of the 
M. S. & N. I. R. R. which gave the 
names and numbers of each engine 
in use on the E&N (East & North)

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Divisions and W. D. (West Division) 
together with the maker of the en* 
gine, and the cost of fuel and main- 
tenance used by each engine. 

The accompanying chart or tabu- 
lation, from the stockholder’s report 
for the M. S. & N. I. R. R. in 1863, 
shows the number and name of the 
engine, and the builder of the en- 
gines in use in the various divisions 
at that time, but minus fuel and 
maintenance costs. Immediately fol- 
lowing the tabulation are the names 
of the builders designated by the 
number in the tabulation. 

The known wood burner tokens of 
the M. S. & N. I. R. R. designating 
engine numbers are: 

1. E&N Division: Numbers 24, 31, 
45, 48, 65, 72, 81, 78 and 87, one 
of them being counterstamped 
W. O. Ebersol, and one without 
a number 

2. Western Division: Numbers 20, 33, 
35, 48, 60, 84, 88 and one without 
a number 

From The Numismatist, XLVIII, 
March, 1935, page 151: 

“Collectors of tokens will be in- 
terested in an old token which has 
come to light at Moncton, New 
Brunswick. The piece is about the 
size of a 25 cent piece and has the 
following inscribed on one side: 
‘Wood Eng. No. 12, Va Cord.’ Old- 
timers recall that in 1872, on the 
old Intercolonial Railway System, 
engines were refueled with wood 
along the line, and tokens such as 
the above were passed to settlers 
who supplied the wood. The number 
on the disc identifies the engine 
driver who was responsible for the 
fueling, and the tickets were re- 
deemable at the company’s purchas- 
ing department at Moncton. At 
about this period, Canada’s currency 
was in a state of fiux, the Uniform 
Currency Act having been passed 
a year previous, in 1871, these to- 
kens were a popular medium of 
exchange in various settlements 
along the line.”

From ‘'Canadian Coin Notes” by 
J. Douglas Ferguson, published in 


the Coin Collectors Journal, June, 
1940: 

“Mr. W. William’s collection is 
particularly strong in the Canadian 
series. It was Mr. Williams who 
presented to the Chateau DeRame- 
zay in Montreal, for their wonderful 
collection, specimens of interesting 
tokens as used on an early Cana- 
dian Railroad by engineers to pay 
for the cord wood which they would 
buy en route for the operation of 
their locomotives. These tokens 
would then be redeemed at the 
current price for cord wood. These 
tokens are now very rare.” 

In The Pioneer Railroads, a Faw- 
cett book by Hank Wieand Bowman, 
1954, page 85 appears a photograph, 
credited to the Canadian National 
Railroad System, of a token wood/ 
ENG. NO. 12/ Vz CORD. Under the pic- 
ture is the inscription “Farmers and 
others who hauled cord wood to 
fueling spots were given metal coins 
like one above. These were redeem- 
able at the Company’s office.” 

From a letter received from Dr. 
Ernest G. Hesser, President of the 
Crestline Historical Society: 

“The P. R. R. (Pennsylvania Rail- 
road) used brass tokens when that 
railroad east of Crestline, Ohio, was 
known as the Ohio Penna Ry., and 
the road west later known as the 
P. F. W. & C. Ry. (Pittsburgh, Fort 
Wayne & Chicago Ry.). We have 
on display two of these brass tokens 
in our Crestline Shunk Museum. 
I have drawn a copy of it on the 
enclosed paper, wood/ engine/ no 
48/ 1 cord, size 31 mm. There is 
printing on just one side. There 
were tokens for 'V 2 cord which I 
have seen. As to when the change 
was made from wood to coal I have 
not been able to definitely ascertain, 
probably about 1870.” 

Crestline, Ohio, was right in the 
midst of pioneer railroad building. 
The C. C. & C. (Cleveland, Columbus 
& Cincinnati) was built first from 
Cleveland to Cincinnati. Then the 
Ohio Pennsylvania and the Ohio 
Indiana Railroads were built to 
Crestline, Ohio, receiving financial 
aid from what later became known 
as the Great Pennsylvania Railroad. 
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It was hoped that when built these 
railroads would give access to the 
west. Where the Ohio Pennsylvania 
Railroad crossed the C. C. & C. Rail- 
road, Crestline, Ohio, was founded 
and became a division point with 
round house and shops. Many of 
the engineers lived in Crestline and 
it is suspected that many of the 
wood engine tokens came from 


Crestline, Ohio. 

Known are wood engine tokens 
having the following engine num- 
bers: 4, 12, 14, 17, 20, 8, 46, 48, 59. 
126 (2), 129, 130 over 170, 147 (2), 
153, 169 and one mentioned by Dr. 
B. P. Wright in his list of store 
cards in The Numismatist, Decem- 
ber, 1899, does not have a number. 
I am unable to give the names as- 
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signed to each of these numbered 
engines as the reports of the 
P. F. W. & C. Ry. seen to date men- 
tion only the numbers of the engines 
in use for that certain year without 
going into detail as the M. S. & N. I. 
Ry. did. The Cleveland, Columbus, 
Cincinnati & Indiana Railroad must 
have used tokens at least in a lim- 
ited way since I have one in my 
collection marked 1 ton and have 
heard about a collector with a simi- 
lar one. 

The stockholder’s report of the 
C. C. & C. Ry. for 1856, gives a list 
of the names and builders of forty- 
one engines in use at the time. 
Thirty of these were built by the 
Cuyahoga Steam & Foundry Co. 
shop located on Merwin St. near the 
Cuyahoga River in Cleveland, Ohio. 
This firm started building locomo- 
tives in 1850 but discontinued in 
1864 during the Civil War. 

From these first two reports it 
appears that the same type of token 
was used both in Ohio and in Can- 
ada. I have also seen the same type 
in half cord denominations. 

The stockholder’s report of the 
P. F. W. & C. R. R. for 1865, indicates 
that the railroad had a total of one 
hundred eighty-seven engines and 
also mentioned selling locomotives 
to other railroads. The report of 
the C. C. &C. Ry., of 1866, states 
that the use of coal for fuel was 
discontinued and wood used in Jan- 
uary because of the high cost of 
coal, that the cost of fuel for the 
year per running mile for each en- 


gine was 13 9/10 cents. In 1867 the 
road had forty-seven locomotives. 

Another source says that some of 
the coal burning engines reverted 
to the use of wood. The wood burn- 
ers had no grate bars. Lining the 
fire box bottom were fiat plates 
drilled with tapered holes one and 
one-fourth inches at the bottom and 
three-fourths inch at the top. Some 
engines were designed to burn lig- 
nite. 

The only reference to the Great 
Western R. R. I have been able to 
find, is that a civil engineer named 
Colonel Clinton, in 1829 tried unsuc- 
cessfully to promote a fund of fif- 
teen million dollars to build a rail- 
road by this name to run from New 
York to the Mississippi River. He 
suggested a construction of doubtful 
value known as the Post & Plank 
Railroad. The road bed was to be 
constructed of pilings ten feet apart, 
topped by three-inch planks set on 
edge with no iron of any sort to 
protect against wear of the wheels. 
It may be of interest to know that 
in Ohio in 1836, the Ohio Railroad 
tried this method and constructed 
twenty miles of railroad to run 
from Fremont to Cleveland, Ohio. 
The road was abandoned without 
being finished in 1843. A railroad 
named the Great Western was later 
built out of Chicago to the west 
and northwest. The New York 
Central System has a photograph 
of a poster advertising the Great 
Central Route of 1874 over the Mich- 
igan Central and Great Western 
Railroad to San Francisco.

II — Aragon

INTRODUCTION 

The medieval coinages of Aragon 
are somewhat more complicated 
than those of her sister Kingdom 
of Castile and Leon. The reasons 
behind this fact can probably be 
based on the marked differences in 
which the two kingdoms enlarged 
themselves during the reconquest of 
Spain from the Moslems. The ex- 
pansions of the Castilian kings was 
done primarily at the expense of 
the various Moorish kingdoms that 
had succeeded the great Caliphate 
of Cordova. Thus as each new area 
was taken, it was merely added to 
its neighboring Christian territory. 

This was not necessarily the case 
with the expansion of Aragon since 
a number of its additions were not 
Moorish lands but were already 
Christianized with established feudal 
customs and governments. Feudal 
law was a very powerful force in 
the Middle Ages and even the kings 
were forced to follow its sometimes 
unreasonable regulations. Thus the 
Kings of Aragon could not just 
sweep aside an established situation 
in the interests of unity but were 
required to respect certain feudal 
obligations. This very often included 
accepting conditions that were not 
in force in other domains. The re- 
fusal of the King to do so would 
have automatically induced a revolt 
by the powerful barons with the 
possibilities of intervention by for- 
eign nations or the Papacy. Conse- 
quently, as Aragon expanded it be- 
gan to resemble a union of separate 
states under the control of the same 
ruler rather than a unified nation 
with the same laws for the entire 
land as was the case in Castile and 
Leon. 

The presence of an established 
coinage in acquired areas was one 
of the facets of this problem and 
the Kings of Aragon solved it in 


a typical medieval manner. They 
simply continued what had been 
established prior to their rule ajid 
replaced the names and titles of 
their predecessors with their own 
names. In some cases, they did not 
even mention in their legends that 
they were Aragonese as on the 
Croats and dineros struck in Barce- 
lona. Thus over the years, a some- 
what unusual coinage developed in 
Aragon with, in most cases, a sep- 
arate coinage for each of the vari- 
ous divisions of the nation. Thus 
one series of coins was issued for 
Aragon proper, another for the 
County of Barcelona, a third type 
for Valencia, still others for Sicily 
and the Italian dependencies, and 
even special issues for Majorca, 
Sardinia, and such French posses- 
sions (Rousillion, Montpellier) as 
they controlled from time to time. 
This multiplicity of coin types from 
what was theoretically the same na- 
tion can be confusing if the basic 
feudal background that made this 
development mandatory is not un- 
derstood. It is much the same as if 
the Kings of Castile had been forced 
by local custom to strike a distinc- 
tive coin series for each of their 
various mint cities rather than in- 
dicating their source by a simple 
mint mark. 

The true Aragonese coinage has 
its beginning in the dineros and 
obols struck by Sancho Rameriz 
(1063-1094) some years after Aragon 
gained its independence from Na- 
varre on the death of Sancho el 
Mayor in 1035. The coins issued by 
Sancho of Aragon are simple and 
have a “bust right or left” as the 
obverse type with the King’s name 
and title for the legend (sancivs 
rex). The reverse was occupied by 
a long-shafted cross rising from a 
fioral base with the legend (ara gon 
or lAC ca) arranged horizontally and 
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divided as indicated by the shaft of 
the cross. 

Sancho’s two successors, Peter I 
and Alfonso I, used the same types 
with the exception of the change in 
the royal name on the obverse 
(PETR vs REX and ANFVs rex). The 
reverses were also similar but Al- 
fonso did issue some coins using a 
cross type obverse. He modified 
the reverse on two types, one being 
a variation in which a non-fioral 
based cross was utilized while the 
other reverse used two horizontally 
arranged letters “E” with an annu- 
let and a crosslet, all in the form 
of a cross. Circular reverse legends 
were also used by Alfonso (ara- 

GONES, ARAGONENSIS). 

Ramiro, Alfonso’s brother and 
successor, did not strike coins in his 
own name and neither did his daugh- 
ter, Petronila, who succeeded him 
when he retired to a monastery. Her 
son, Alfonso II, initiated the first of 
the multiple series of coins for Ara- 
gon since he was also, through his 
father, the powerful Count of Bar- 
celona. Thus we find that two coin 
series exist for Alfonso, one for 
Aragon similar to those of his pred- 
ecessors utilizing a “bust left’’ ob- 
verse coupled with the fioral based 
cross on the reverse, and another 
for Catalonia using cross types for 
both obverse and reverse faces. The 
legends on the Aragonese series are 
similar to previous issues with the 
King’s name is given as anfos which 
differentiates him from earlier 
kings named Alfonso. The reverse 
legend ara gon is divided vertically 
to either side of the cross rather 
than horizontally. Alfonso’s name 
is not present on the Barcelona 
issues and instead the obverse has 
the name of the city (barcino) and 
the reverse is given as civi rex. 
Peter II used much the same types 
as his father in both series except 
he did place his name on the Cata- 
lonian coins (PET REX) on the ob- 
verse. 

Peter’s successor issued about the 
same types but there were some 
changes. On the Aragonese issues, 
both dineros and obols, James 
placed the royal name on what is 
usually considered the reverse, that 


face with the cross, and placed the 
legend ara gon on the face with the 
royal bust facing the left. Thus in 
our coin lists we have listed that 
face of the coin bearing the royal 
name as the obverse and the bust 
face as the reverse since we con- 
sider the name of the issuer as more 
important than the formalized bust 
in attributing the coin. The Cata- 
lonian issues of James I are of two 
types, according to Heiss. One type 
bears a cross obverse with his 
name while the reverse consisted 
of a shield bearing the bars of 
Aragon surrounded by the city name 
(barcino). The second type consists 
of a bust left surrounded by the 
city name with a typical “Barcelona 
type” reverse (long cross with al- 
ternating pellets and annulets). 
There is, however, some controversy 
on the attribution of these coins 
and some experts feel that the bust 
types belong to James II. 

The two immediate successors of 
James, Peter III (1276-1285) and 
Alfonso III (1285-1291) did not strike 
coins for Aragon proper but both 
struck issues for Barcelona. These 
are similar to the earlier type ex- 
cept that the royal name and bust 
left are both found on the obverse 
of the coins. Heiss attributed both 
the dinero and its fractions and the 
Croat and its subdivisions to Peter 
but only the latter coins to Alfonso. 
In addition to the pure Spanish is- 
sues, Peter also struck coins for 
Sicily which he invaded and con- 
quered from, the French during the 
bitter wars of the Sicilian Vespers. 
These coins, issued bearing both his 
name and that of his wife, Con- 
stance, the daughter of a former 
Sicilian king, Manfred, the son of 
Frederick II, followed the usual 
medieval pattern in that they are 
similar to those struck by the earlier 
Norman kings. The main denomi- 
nation was the tari. Peter used as 
types a shield with the arms of 
Aragon and the old crowned eagle 
of Sicily. These coins were the first 
in a long series in which Aragonese 
arms were used as a principal type. 

James II, Alfonso’s brother, had 
ruled prior to Alfonso’s death as 
James I of Sicily (1285-1296) and 
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during this period he, too, issued 
coins on the Sicilian pattern. When 
he returned to Aragon as King, he 
dropped the Sicilian issues when he 
abandoned all claims to the island, 
and struck coins only for Aragon, 
Barcelona, and Sardinia, one of his 
conquests. The coins struck for 
Aragon and Catalonia are almost 
identical to those of James I and 
dilferentiation is sometimes very 
difficult. Most experts give those 
Barcelona coins with the bust type 
to James II. They differentiate the 
Aragonese issues by giving the ones 
with the “crude” bust to the earlier 
King and the “refined” bust types 
to James II. This is obviously an 
extremely tenuous procedure and 
open to some criticism. Alfonso IV, 
James’ successor, struck coins only 
for Barcelona and Sardinia. His 
Catalonian issues are similar to 
previous ones but he gives his name 
in full on the obverse (alfonsus 
rex) which aids in differentiating 
him from earlier kings of the same 
name. He also uses the letter form 
“U” rather than the older “V” which 
also indicates their source. 

Peter IV is often selected as the 
dividing point in the Aragonese me- 
dieval series since a number of 
changes take place in the coinage 
during his reign. Probably the most 
important is the striking of an 
imitative gold fiorin which closely 
resembles those struck by Florence 
in Italy. The obverse of this coin 
had the classical fieur de lys and 
the reverse bears the usual standing 
facing St. John the Baptist. The 
main identifying feature is the 
name of the king (usually just the 
initial letter of his name) and the 
name of Aragon in the obverse 
legend. Peter also issued the usual 
silver and billon coins for both 
Aragon and Barcelona. However, 
after this reign until that of Al- 
fonso V in the Fifteenth Century, 
no silver or billon coins were struck 
for Aragon proper and the issues 
of Barcelona were used throughout 
the entire kingdom. Peter also 
struck coins for Sardinia and Ma- 
jorca using the traditional types. 
John I, the next Aragonese king, 
continued the types of Peter during 


his relatively brief reign. Martin, 
John’s brother and successor, the 
last member of the old House of 
Barcelona, struck coins for Aragon, 
Barcelona, Majorca, Sardinia, Ge- 
rona, and Valencia. Valencia had 
originally been taken by James I 
many years previously and at that 
time he had issued some special 
coins for the area. These followed 
the pattern of the time and had his 
bust left and name on the obverse 
and a fioral based cross with the 
legend valencie on the reverse. 
Martin issued a more complicated 
real denomination for Valencia and 
had his facing bust as the obverse 
type and a lozenge bearing the arms 
of Aragon and surmounted with a 
crown as the reverse type. The re- 
verse legend included mention of 
Majorca as well as Valencia. His 
Gerona coins also had a similar 
lozenge but uncrowned and in a 
quatrefoil as the reverse type. 

The next three kings of Aragon, 
Ferdinand I, Alfonso V, and John II, 
all struck large series of coins. 
Ferdinand issued the gold fiorin for 
Aragon proper but his successor 
Alfonso also reissued a billon coin 
for the homeland. John also struck 
silver for Aragon in the real de- 
nomination and fractions using a 
facing bust as the obverse type and 
a crowned shield with the arms of 
Aragon as the reverse type. This 
was the first use of the Aragonese 
arms on a coin series for Aragon 
proper. Ferdinand and Alfonso 
struck the usual Barcelona types 
both for Barcelona proper and for 
the county of Rousillion but John 
struck only the Rousillion series. 
All issued typical coins for Sardinia, 
Sicily, Majorca, and Valencia, while 
John also issued coins for Gerona. 
Alfonso struck a larger series than 
either of the other kings with coins 
for Lerida, Minorca, Naples, and 
Tortosa as well as those mentioned. 
With the death of John II in 1479, 
the medieval period of Aragon 
comes to its close since the marriage 
of his son Ferdinand with Isabella 
of Castile united the Spanish people 
into one nation. The coinages after 
his death are usually classed as the 
first of the modern types and thus 
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are beyond the scope of this paper. 

Prior to the detailed coin lists 
and the historical outlines of each 
of the reigns, a table similar to that 
found in the Castilian section is in- 
cluded. It is basically an orientation 
chart to show the relationships of 
the various Aragonese kings and 
their many territories with the de- 


nominations of coins struck in their 
names at these locations. It should 
help to clarify the somewhat con- 
fusing situation of the numerous 
varieties of coins bearing the Ara- 
gonese mark. Issues of certain of 
the independent kings of the Arago- 
nese House in the dependencies 
have been included for completeness.

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New Money in Nationalist China 


The Republic of China has released a new coin in connection with the 
celebration of the fiftieth year of the republic. The first of the new coins 
were issued on September 15 by the Central Bank of China through the 
branch offices of the Bank of Taiwan. The initial quantity made available 
was NT$10 million (ten million new Taiwan dollars) of an expected NT$40 
million. A corresponding number of paper dollars were to be removed 
from circulation. 



A plum flower within a circle of Chinese inscriptions appears on one 
side, an orchid and ideographs meaning ‘‘one dollar’^ are found on the 
other. The composition of the coin is an alloy of copper, nickel and zinc. 

Also circulating in Formosa are coins of 100, 200 and 500 denomina- 
tions, although there is very limited use for the two lowest values. The 



500 coins are used mainly in pay telephones and in very small transactions 
such as buying a piece of candy. 

This year the Bank of Taiwan also released a new NT$1.00 paper note 
in a horizontal format and a NT$100.00 note in the usual vertical format. 
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The former is dated the fiftieth year of the Chinese Republic (1961) while 
the latter is dated the thirty-eighth year in Chinese with the equivalent 
Christian era date of 1949 on the reverse (English) side. Other denomina- 
tions of circulating paper money include the 10, 50 (both almost never 
seen), NT$5.00 and NT$10.00 notes. Newspaper clippings and specimens 
courtesy B. R. Vordenbaum, U. S. Navy.

Buck Is a Buck 

On Buck Island 

The Buck Island Administration has 
issued one buck and half buck tokens 
as media of exchange for purchases 
of goods and services on Buck Island 
in the British Virgin Islands where 
they have the same value as U. S. 
dollars and half dollars, according to 
a press release. The buck coin is 
1/64"" smaller in diameter than the 
U. S. silver dollar. Its weight is the 
same. The half buck is similar in 
weight and size to the U. S. 500 piece. 
The buck has been struck in nickel 
silver; the half bucks, in both copper 
and goldine. 

The obverse of the buck shows the 
head of a typical island buck or goat 
similar in type to Africa’s steenbok 
or small antelope. Above the head is 
the Greek word eirene meaning 
“Peace” and below is the legend one 
BUCK. The reverse has a relief con- 
figuration of Buck Island with its 
precise location in navigational terms 
of 18‘’25'45" N-64®33'30" W. Above 
and below the relief configuration ap- 
pear BUCK ISLAND and B.V.I., respec- 
tively. The half bucks are of the 
same pattern. 

Buck Island lies 28 miles to the 
east of St. Thomas, U. S. Virgin 


Islands where Buck Island Adminis- 
tration maintains its mailing address. 
Currently Buck Island serves as a 
fueling depot for the Leeward Island

fishing fieets. Growth of population 
has necessitated the striking of addi- 
tional coinage on an annual basis.

‘‘This probably unique piece, now in 
the collection of William S. Appleton, 
formerly owned by J. Colburn of 
Boston, who obtained it from Edward 
W. Hooper, a schoolboy collector of 
coins. Hooper purchased it from a 
grocer at the northerly part of the 
city, who found it many years before 
while excavating on his premises in 
the vicinity of Hull and Charter St., 
for the purpose of making an addition 
to his dwelling. We take this to be 
the first pattern for a Massachusetts 
cent and the characters upon the 


obverse to be abbreviations for ‘one 
cent of lawful money.’ ”

of tree Id, lm to right. Reverse is 
Goddess of Liberty seated upon a 
globe facing left and supporting with

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MINT MARKS ON VENEZUELAN COINS

Venezuelan coinage has had a 
rather nebulous history, but also a 
high degree of consistency since 
1874. Throughout its history, how- 
ever, each engraver or mint director 
has left his mark. These marks con- 
stitute curious forms — all the way 
from anchors, to torches, bumble 
bees, cornucopias, corn stalks and 
hooting owls. 

The marks of various mint offi- 
cials are proud symbols of their 


recently minted in Paris and dis- 
tributed in Venezuela. The Vene- 
zuelan Government in 1960 ordered 
from the Paris Mint forty-eight mil 
lion pieces of one-fourth bolivar, 
twenty million pieces of one-half 
bolivar, thirty million pieces of one 
bolivar and four million pieces of 
two bolivars. The first part of this 
shipment, consisting of the one boli- 
var piece has arrived. The others 
will follow later.

handiwork. They are, so to speak, 
symbols of guarantee and quality. 

Venezuelan coins, with the excep- 
tion of gold, were minted as follows: 
1802 through 1830 in Caracas; 1843 
through 1852 in London and Bir- 
mingham; 1852 through 1913 in 
Paris and Brussels; 1914 through 
1958 in Philadelphia; 1960 in Paris. 

Venezuelan gold was minted in 
the following locations: Bs. 100, 1886 
through 1889 in Caracas; Bs. 25. 
1875 in Paris; Bs. 20, 1879 through 
1880 in Brussels; Bs. 20, 1886 

through 1888 in Caracas; Bs. 20, 
1904 through 1912 in Paris; Bs. 10, 
1930 in Philadelphia. Bs. 5 and 50 
in gold were trial patterns of ex- 
treme rarity. 

Our story today deals with the 
new one bolivar piece dated 1960, 


It is curious to note that from 
1914 to 1958 all Venezuelan coins 
were minted in Philadelphia. How- 
ever, in 1960 the Paris mint was 
again resorted to. Why this change? 

According to a statement issued 
by the Venezuelan Treasury the 
Philadelphia Mint was first ap- 
proached for the minting of this 
new lot of coins. However, the latter 
replied that it could not adjust the 
tolerance of the alloy in the com- 
position of each and every coin, as 
is required by Venezuelan law, ex- 
cept by lots of coins. The Venezue- 
lan Treasury, therefore, requested 
bids from the Royal Mint in London 
and the Paris Mint. 

The latter submitted what the 
Venezuelan authorities considered to 
be the more favorable bid. By tra- 
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dition, Venezuela has had most of 
its coins minted in the same mint 
as that now preparing the present 
issues. Albert Desire Barre, re- 
nowned engraver, and descendant 
of a family of engravers, designed 
the Venezuelan coin with the effigy 
of Simon Bolivar. His first coins 
appeared in 1858 in denominations 
of one-half, one, two and five reals. 
The obverse has the same design as 
French coins. At the beginning of 
the first world war, transportation 
difficulties compelled the Venezuelan 
authorities to make use of the Phila- 
delphia Mint. This was in 1314. 

Since the time of the Romans, 
engravers have left their mark on 
coins and the French were diligent 
followers of this custom. The first 
silver coins for general circulation 
in Venezuela with the effigy of 
Simon Bolivar were five, ten, twenty 
and fifty centavos, and the one 
venezolano (or five bolivar piece). 
These were dated 1873, 1874 and 
1876 with the exception of the vene- 
zolano piece which was minted in 
1876. This well sculptured piece has 
an anchor, a bee and the letter A, 
in addition to the name of the en- 
graver. The letter A has tradition- 
ally stood as the mark of the Paris 
Mint. The other marks probably 
stood for the engraver of that 
period and the Director of the Mint. 

Since that time, all Venezuelan 
coins minted in Brussels and Paris 
have borne some sort of mint mark, 
representing the officials of the mint 
during their respective periods. Eng- 
land and the United States, however, 
have chosen to remain anonymous 


and faithfully reproduce the word 
BARRE only. 

The curious part of past and pres- 
ent Paris mintings is that only 
in 1858 and in 1876 did the letter 
“A” appear as a symbol of the Paris 
Mint. Subsequent mintings carry 
fish and fowl, but no letter “A.” 

We are informed that the marks 
on the present coins are symbols of 
the Paris Mint and that of Monsieur 
Labonnellie, Director of the Mint. 
A son of the original engraver, 
Barre, had as his symbol that of the 
bumble bee; another mint director 
chose a corn stalk. The mark of the 
present director is the owl, and the 
horn of plenty symbolizes the Paris 
Mint. 

When the first new one bolivar 
pieces hit a few business places in 
Caracas, some erstwhile “numisma- 
tists” thought they had hit the jack- 
pot, reminiscent of the small date, 
medium date and no date cents of 
recent vintage. When an official of 
the Treasury bank in Caracas was 
eagerly approached by these lads 
seeking reassurance on their “val- 
uable” coins with strange symbols, 
the official could not restrain his 
laughter. He explained to them that 
since 1913 Venezuelan coins have 
carried no strange marks until now, 
and if they waited a similar period 
of forty-eight years the coins with- 
out mint marks would potentially 
command a premium. The eager 
beavers were therefore advised that 
if they paid more than one old boli- 
var for the new bolivar they should 
charge the difference to initiation 
fees in the field of numismatics. 


The two Mints now in operation in the United States are located at 
Philadelphia and Denver. Coinage operations were discontinued at the San 
Francisco Mint in March of 1955 for reasons of economy and the plant is now 
functioning as an assay office. Coins minted at Denver are identified by the 
small letter “D”; those which were made at San Francisco carry the letter “S”; 
those minted at Philadelphia are identified by the absence of a mint mark, 
with one exception, the war-time five cent piece minted in Philadelphia. 


During World War II, when restrictions upon the use of metals made a 
change in the alloy of the five cent piece necessary, a silver-copper-manganese 
substitute was adopted. In order to more easily distinguish between the 
regular and the substitute alloy, the mint mark was changed from its usual 
position to the right of Monticello and appeared on the war-time five cent 
piece in a position above the dome of that building. The letter “P” was used 
on all Philadelphia five cent coins for the first and only time in the history 
of that Mint. After the war a return was made to the regular alloy and the 
Philadelphia identification was discontinued.

MANUEL ISIDORO BELZU 

“Bolivia is ungovernable.”

Manuel Isidoro Belzu was born 
in La Paz, Bolivia, on April 4, 1811, 
and died in the same city March 27, 
1865. He married Juana Manuela 
Garrita. 

He was a typical caudillo — the 
native chief type who ruled as ruth- 
less dictators. He was an unedu- 
cated, professional soldier. Born in 
humble circumstances, stimulated 
by his early poverty, he learned to 
hate the more fortunate classes. He 
was idolized by the people of the 
lower classes. 

In 1847 he overthrew President 


Jose Ballivian, and put Jose Miguel 
de Velasco in as president. In 1848 
he rebelled against Velasco and as- 
sumed the presidency, which he 
held until 1855. 

The seven years of Belzu’ s rule 
of riot, disorder and disgrace have 
hardly been equalled in any society. 
It was upper class versus the lower 
classes, the latter championed by 
Belzu. In 1855, he resigned the 
presidency in favor of his son-in- 
law, General Jose Cordoba. 

In 1855 Belzu left for Europe, 
then returned and headed a revolt 
against Mariano Melgarejo. Mel- 
garejo attacked him in a bloody 
street battle in La Paz and killed 
Belzu with his own hand. 

The administration of Belzu was 
beset by revolts, discontent, and 
executions. When he resigned in 
1855, he stated “Bolivia is un- 
governable.” 

While in office two coins, in gold 
and silver, were issued bearing his 
portrait: 


Obverse, m. y. belzu presid. constitucional, with bust 
left, and below, the date. On the reverse, la patria al y. d^ensor de su in- 
depan. Also, a female is standing with an infant in her right arm, a child 
standing on either side of her.

On the obverse of the Kansas medal appears a pioneer woman and boy 
walking to left. She holds a sheaf of wheat, he a sunflower stalk; in back- 
ground is original territorial capital at Pawnee, in left foreground is Topeka 
state house. Kansas statehood / 1861 at top, 1961 in exergue between cotton- 
wood sprays. On the reverse, elements of the state seal are seen as a pioneer 
plows behind two-horse team facing left. Thirty-four stars are symbolic of 
Kansas as the thirty-fourth state. Above, ad astra per aspera (“To the stars 
through difficulties”); in exergue relics of nations figuring in Kansas history: 
Spanish halberd, flint lance, French cross.

On the reverse is a mounted 
bugler sounds the call to arms, around ft. sumter / first manassas, in exergue 
CALL TO ARMS. The jaunty bugler and his fiery, muscular steed, unidentified 
as to army, was directly inspired by a contemporary woodcut. 
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Numismatic Vignettes 


■ We take for granted the name 
of the issuing government on mod- 
ern coins, also the date and denom- 
ination and, to a great extent, the 
various mottoes, devices and em- 
blems thereon. We know that these 
markings have developed with the 
passing of time and improved with 
advances in the art of making coins. 
But what about their origin? Basi- 
cally, it is the markings which dis- 
tinguish a struck “coin” from a 
lump of metal of specified weight. 

This interesting observation is 
found in A Numismatic Manual, by 
John Yonge Akerman, Taylor & 
Walton, London, 1840. “As the act 
of impressing a seal or signet was 
an understood sign of solemn com- 
pact, from the most early period; 
and as engraved seals and signets 
were undoubtedly in general use 
long anterior to the invention of 
coinage, it appears highly probable 
that the original idea of impressing 
a stamp on the uncoined lumps of 
gold and silver was derived from 
the common application of a seal 
to wax. The earliest coins may be 
looked upon, therefore, as pieces of 
sealed metal; which in fact they are, 
it being well known that, at first, 
coins were impressed only on one 
side.” 

■ Collectors and students of an- 
cient and medieval coins would do 
well to acquire or borrow this book: 
A Numismatic Manual, by John 
Yonge Akerman, Taylor & Walton, 
London, 1840. Its section headings 
are: Greek Coins; Roman Coins; 
English Coins; Anglo-Gallic Coins; 
and Irish and Scotch Coins. Scat- 
tered through the text are fine wood 
cuts of twenty-five rare pieces. Of 
the seventeen plates, twelve are 
remarkable line drawings of more 
than one thousand types, designs, 
portraits, symbols and arms. Al- 
though small in size, they are dis- 
tinct, are capable of magnification, 
and are quite useful in attributing 
many early coins. 

■ According to A. Barton Hep- 
burn {A History of Currency in the 


United States, The Macmillan Com- 
pany, 1924), the term “sound money” 
probably had its origin in the auric- 
ular test often applied to coins. This 
test is also called “ringing” a coin, 
and consists of dropping it on a 
counter or other hard surface to see 
if the resulting ring is that of a 
“sound” or genuine coin. A plausible 
theory which indicates that the 
author was a banker — not a numis- 
matist or collector of proof coins. 

■ There must be many different 
reaisons why collectors and numis- 
matists attend meetings and con- 
ventions. We appreciate the follow- 
ing from a charming lady in Bir- 
mingham, whose nickname is the 
name of a coin and who made her 
convention debut at Atlanta. “T/ie 
Numismatist took on an entirely 
different light to me — having gone 
to the convention. The names be- 
came personalities . . .” Few of us 
have this lady’s captivating person- 
ality, but most of us are more in- 
teresting when we are known — 
when we cease to be merely names. 
Anyone who does not practice the 
art of converting names to person- 
alities is not getting full value for 
the hours he spends at his hobby. 
Make new friends and preserve the 
old ones. 

B Not news, but maybe you 
didn’t know that nine of the thirty- 
five U. S. presidents are portrayed 
on a total of twelve different coins, 
counting the 1903 Louisiana Pur- 
chase gold dollar issue as one. Only 
Washington is on three, but four 
others appear on two each. The 
earliest of the twelve holds several 
distinctions among U. S. coins. It is 
the only commemorative silver dol- 
lar; was the first to bear a presi- 
dent’s portrait; is our only dollar 
without “one dollar” on it; and our 
only coin to bear a date (1900) later 
than the year of striking (all were 
struck on December 14, 1899, the 
one hundredth anniversary of Wash- 
ington’s death).- Glenn S.

A special feature of the August 28 
meeting of Albuquerque Coin Club was a 
talk by our long-time member Warren E.

The completion of the Transcontinental Telegraph on October 24, 1861, brought 
an end to the eighteen-month operation of the heroic Pony Express. That same date 
this year marks the end of the official centennial celebration. By a special act of 
Congress, the Association commemorates the event by offering the “Termination 
Medal” as its ONLY AND FINAL MEDAL TO BE MINTED IN 1961. 

The Termination Medal will be available in two sizes and two metals as depicted 
in the artist’s drawings at the left:
